"| military correspondent® of ‘The Times, namely 
that in the six months from May to: October. 
inclusive, 200,000 ‘Killed, wounded, aod alck 
have been struck off the strength ofthe Russian 
army at the front, and that this‘ figure exceeds . 
-the number of reinforcements~-162,000—which 
the Russian War Office planned to send to the 
East at the rate of 27,000_a. month during the 
samo six months. The waste of war has been 
greater than the capacily for making the waste 
“good. Even if we admit that only 30 per cent. 
of the Russian wounded ata permanently out 
of action, the surplus of reinforcement over 
‘waste is not great, We have record of 23,000 
Russians killed and buried, and if we deduct 
this number from the total casualties, there 
remain 127,000 wounded, and 30 per cent. of 
this figure is 38,002, To find the net loss of 
the Russian army we must add up the killed, 
severely wounded, prisoners, and sick, and 
these appear to amount to 115,000 men, if.we 
accept the jo per cent, theory of the Red Cross 
Society as correct. This would imply that the 
real effectives of the army of Manchuria bad 
been increased by ‘162,000 men in six months 
and reduced by 115,000, showing anet effective 
‘increase of. only: 47,000 men since tho’ war | 
began. [t is certain that during the earlier 
months of the war the figure of 27,000 reine 
forcements a month was not reached, nor any- 
thing like it; but ‘on the other hand the really 
wonderful achievements of Prince Khilkoffs 
administration have allowed the transport of a 
larger number during the past three months. 
The anticipation is now that 35,000 men can 
be sent eastward every month, in addition to the 
necessary stores, and from other sources we 
hear that, when everything possible has been 
doné to ‘improve the railway, the maximum 
traffic may allow the transport of 45,000 mera 
month. We must, however, restrict ourselves 
to the smaller figure unti! we see how the rail- 
way shapes in the course of the coming winter.

outset it is. satisfactory to find that the com-

hundred coolies to abstain from ‘work from 
sheer laziness, and for’ the employers to 
acquiesce in it, and pay them full wages all

wage being a shilling whether « man drills 
three inches or twenty-four. In the sub- 
sequent chapters we. have the results of the 
commissioner’s sifting of information from 
all classes, the general outcome of which is an 
endeayour, on his part to prove that there is 
plenty of Kaffir labour in the country, but 
that wages have been reduced, and that the 
personal factor-in engaging the hands has 
been eliminated, The treatment of the 
Chinese is spoken of approvingly, but there

‘THE PROVINCK OF SZCAUEN. 


rere aE

A practical commercial paper dealing with 
the economic products of the richest pro- 


vince of China has ‘been issued by the” 


Foreign Office at home, and. furnishes 
anothed'characteristic illustration of the 
enterprise of some of our British Consule ‘in 
the Far East, This year we have had five: 


‘White, Books dealing with China and have 


referred to them at some length because ‘of 
the many important facts and suggestions 
made in connection with the various pro- 
vinces which should be of practical use to 
the commercial community. The report by 
Consul-General Hosie on Szchuen is cer: 
tainly a permanent addition to the peries, 
and while the bulk of it is ded 
to an exhaustive study of the prod\cts, 
methods of manufacture, and mining re- 
sources of the province there are other 
features of equal general interest. We are 
told that the province, which derives its 
name of “Four Streams” from the four 
rivers, flowing through it from north 
to south into its great trade -highway, 
the Yangteze, is the largest and probably 
the richest in the Empire of China. Mr. 
Hosie, who, by the way, is stationed at 
Chengtu, glances briefly at its history and 
proceeds to give some details regarding 
in review 
‘the various industries to which they give 
rise, nnd then dealing with the anima, 
and mineral products ofhet province. ‘They 
are 80 exhaustively referred to that the 
report seems almost overburdened with de- 
tail, yet Mr. Hosie has prepared his work 
with such care that it provides most inter- 
esting, reading. Unfortunately we cannot 
make more allusion to, them in these 
columnsbeyurd reumarkting ctuitt (ur ivlincos of 
agricultural, animal and mineral products, 
Szctuen stands boldly out from among the 
other seventeen provinces of China, There 
are vast quantities of minerals to be 
found some of which have been deve- 
loped ina remarkable degree, while others 
are only in process of exploitation. We 
learn that there is not much gold taken from 
the bed of the Yangtsze nor is the province 
particularly rich in silver, but copper, lead, 
zinc, antimony and many other minerals, are 
found. It is, however, in the manufacture 
of salt that Szechuen is famous, this being 
one of the greatest and most valuable of ite 
industries, and the Consul-General devotes 
considerable space to a description of the 
methods of. production, and arrives at the 
approximate estimate that Szechuen each 
year produces 484,000,000 catties, valued 
at close on eight million tnels, 
does it supply its own vast population, 
but also many parts of other provinces, 
there being altogether forty districts where 
salt is produced. There can be no doubt 
that when the country is opened up to’ 
scientific exploitation not only will this 
mineral be found in much larger quantities 
but much varied wealth will be laid bare. 
Parts of the province offer an exceedingly 
interesting field to the mineralogist, but 
under present condition, there are obstacles 
which stand in the way of rapid and profit- 
able disposal not only of minerals but of

with the assault, Inspector Withers tested 
to the appearance of the complainant when he 
arrived at the station, the torn coat, wrenched- 
off button, and added that he had a red mark 
an his jaw, caused either by a blow or by being 
suddenly roughly seized by the collar, In the 
result Mr, Hazetand fined the defendant $5 in 
first case, and in the second ‘case ordered the 
constable to pay $5 to the complainant as com- 
pensation for the torn cost!

‘nations?’ Tanswer that the law of nations is 
that system of rules respecting belligerent and 
neutral rights established by consent among the 
civilised and commercial nations of tho world, 
partly written and partly arising out, of custom 
and rendered stable by judicial decisions from 


time to time. . 


‘ Inmy opinion, the expression “contraband of | ah’ 


war" has a well-known and accepted meaning 
among the civilised. commercial powers of the 
world. If that were not so we should not, as 
we do, find that expression used without defni- 
tion in solemn treaties between the powers.: 
The expression “contraband of war” is used 
‘without any definition of its meaning in the 
Treaty of Paris of the 16th April, 1855, The 
‘inference from that fact is, to my mind, irresis- 
tible that there was no definition needed, be- 
cause ‘the expression had .the same definite 
meaning in the minds of all the plenipotentiar- 
ies of the, Powers parties to that treaty, 

“The Treaty of Paris, 1o which Russia is a 
party, and to which she still adheres, commen- 
ces-with the following preamble :—® Consider: 
ing that.maritime law m time of war has long 
been the ssbieet of deplorable disputes: that 
uncertainty of the.law and of the duties in such 
a matter gives rise to differences of opiate ‘be- 
tween neutrals: and .belligerents which’ may 
occasion serious difficulties, and even conflicts; 

sequently advantageous to estab: 
lish a uniform doctriie'on so important a point} 
that the plenipotentiaries assemble in Congress | 
at Paris cannot better respond to the ‘intention 
' by'which their Governments are animated than 
by seeking to introduce into international rela: 
tions fixed principles in this respect.” Then 
immediately: follows this declaration ;—"‘ The 
above-mentioned plenipotentiaries being duly 
authorised resolved to concert among them:

Solemn declaration of “fixed principles" under 


the Treaty of Paris was not at liberty todisregard 
those principles and was theréfore bound ta 
recognise, and dct upon, the generally accept- 
ed. role ‘of international law that provisions 
are ‘not unconditional contraband, In this 
view I am supported by the decision in the 
case. of Pollard .v, Bell, 8 Term Reports 424, 
where It was laid down that it is not com:

the concurrence of other nations! Against the 
view ‘which I‘hold, vfv., that provisions are b: 
the law of nations only conditional contraband, 
and that they were so regarded by the signa- 
tories to the Treaty of Paris, 1856, it was urged 
that notwithstanding that treaty the French 
when engaged in hostilities. against China in 
1885 intended to treat as contraband all ship: 
ments of rice destined to the open ports north 
of Canton, That fact, however, ouly amounts 
to this: that on'that occasion Frahce proposed 
to act in a manner which, had. she bren called 
upon to defend, she would have found difficulty 
in anityings in the face of the declaration 
under the Treaty of Paris to which she was a 
‘party. Fortunately preliminaries of peace 
were eettled Hefore any seizures were in fact 
tmade by the French, ahd so the intended 
action of France'cannot properly be drawn into 
a precedent against the principle enunciated 
in Pollard v, Bell, It is, moreover, to be re- 
marked in connection with this intended action 
on the part of France in 1885 that her right to 
take provisions unconditional contraband was 
at the time denied by’ Great Britain,- In 
Pollard v. Bell, decided in 1800, a French Prize 
Court, France then being at war with Great 
Britain, aod Denmark being neutral, con- 
demned 4 Danish ship on the ground that she 
was at the time of capture carrying a Scatch- 
man as supercargo in violation of an ordinance 
by which it was declared that all ships should 
be confiscated ‘ wherever there shall be found 
on board a supercargo, merchant, commissary, 
or chief officer belng an enemy.” " In dealin, 
with the grouhd assigned: by the French 
Court condemning the ship Chief Justice Lord 
Kenyon said “this: is one of the numberless 
westions that haye arisen in consequence of 
the extraordinary sentences of condemnation 
passed by the courts of Admiralty in France 
during this war , . . Toa question asked 
in the course of the argument, what are the 
rales on which the Courts of Admiralty profess 
to proceed, | answer, the law of nations, and 
such treaties as paren States hays agreed 
shall be engrafied on that Jaw, It was said by 
the defendant's Counse! that an ordinance has

Native newspapers published in Canton re- 
port that.on the 2gth ultimo a large body. of 
rebels, hitherto holding the prefecture. of 
Sz'éalu, suddenly attacked the Miaotse abori- 
ginal district city of Hsinch'énghsien, distant 
-about thirty miles from: the prefectural city of, 
atta peha The rebels first rushed the, 
walled cantonments of the Miaotse militia, 
some 4co ia number, located outside the city, 
and then puured over the walls, which were 
held by twarcomp inies of well-armed regular 
ttoops, ‘the miltary and civil authorities‘were: 
completely taken by suprise, and the Miaotse 
chief, who is hereditary district mayistrate of 
Hsinch'énghsien, was finally compelled to 
abaudon bis city with such of his tribe as had 
e-caped massacre at the hands of the rebels. 
[cis further reported that as spon as the rebels 
appeared inside the walls, the regular troops 
divested (humselves of their uniforms and join-. 
ed the formar in plundering the unfortunate 
aborigines, The latter, led by their chief, finally 
made good their retreat to Ch'ingyuanty, but 
chad to abandon all their worldly goods to their 
Pluoderers. Viceroy ‘'sén is now investigating 
the matter. Another paper also reports the 
capture by the Government troops: of a rebel 
stronghold called Szepaghsil, near Lochéng- 
hsicn, which latter city it will be remembered 
was captured by the rebels with much slaughter 
last September, and subsequently restaken by 
the troops.” Jt appeared that: the’ rebels-at 
Szepachst! numbered nearly 6,000 well-armed 
men, but the troops, some 8,020 in number, 
‘attacked the place, which, by the way, posss-
